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THE lead volunteer of the Jubilee Pavilion in 
Lyme Regis has said it is a “kick in the teeth and 
an insult” that the town council has disbanded 
the Shelters Users Representatives Forum 
(SURF). 

Chris Boothroyd, who virtually single-handedly raised 
£200,000 to equip the seafront pavilion and has since led 
a group of volunteers in manning the facility as a wel¬ 
come point for visitors, made a particularly strong state¬ 
ment in the public forum at last week’s Town 
Management Committee, when he implied that the coun¬ 
cil was to blame for “killing off’ the group purposely. 

Councillors were asked to consider a report from oper¬ 
ations manager Elliott Herbert, who recommended they 
note the disbanding of SURF and acknowledge the work 
carried out by Mr Boothroyd and other core members. 

In the public forum, Mr Boothroyd said he wanted to 
make a comment as the wording in the report could lead 
to “some inaccurate inferences”. 

He accepted he had met with deputy town clerk Mark 
Tredwin in December and recognised the problem of the 
continued viability of the group, as the report stated. 
However, he said he could not comment on the “future 
developments being planned by the town council”, given 
as one of the reasons for disbanding, because the council 
had “not seen fit to share those plans with the public or

it was killed off. 

“I should point out that while I personally accept the re¬ 
ality of where you are as a council, I have no particular 
special status on SURF and can’t speak for any other 
members of the group and I do think they deserve, at the 
very least, the courtesy of an explanation for the very cav¬ 
alier way in which their actual and potential contributions 
have been spumed by the council. 

“If you ask me what contributions I will just remind you 
that SURF emerged out of the Shelters Regeneration 
Working Group, which worked for a number of years as 
an aid to the council, and SURF similarly could be an aid 
to the council in terms of marketing, evaluation, devel¬ 
opment and further fundraising. 

“But, since the summer of 2011, I’m afraid the council 
has lost many potential users because there’s been no 
marketing, there’s been minimal user support and there 
have been active disincentives put in the way of potential 
users, and people have therefore taken their custom, taken 
their good will and taken their money elsewhere. Had the 
council been working effectively alongside SURF, a sig¬ 
nificant wealth of that loss could have been avoided. 

“I deeply regret the last two and half years of waste, I 
deeply regret that I accept the inevitability of the recom¬ 
mendation that you’re going to consider, partly because 
I think it has lost the townspeople a lot of opportunities,

■ HOW did you come to be involved with The Town 
Mill? 

Boys and toys is probably the simplest answer. I had visited 
The Town Mill and a local friend had been involved in the 
renovation works, it just attracted me. I had decided in 
2008/9 to reduce my work demands in part to build a house 
in Lyme. After the house was built, doing other things 
rather than working all the time became attractive and the 
Town Mill was one of those other things. Involvement be¬ 
yond being a miller has been driven by need and recognis¬ 
ing that my organisational problem solving skills could 
help the Town Mill grow and develop. 

■ WHAT'S next for the mill? 

Now I know the Town Mill well, something that has taken 
a surprisingly long time to achieve, I realise what a fabu¬ 
lous place it is. The complex, with its ancient buildings, 
historical engineering works and wonderful artisans striv¬ 
ing to make an imaginative living, is in my experience 
unique. The way this extended team with differing inter¬ 
ests, challenges and demands work together to make the 
Town Mill the exciting place it is should be a model to 
copy and hone - the Town Mill is truly greater than the 
sum of its parts. Where next is all about harnessing what 
is unique about the Town Mill and getting others to expe¬ 
rience it. We have just submitted a bid to the Lottery for a 
large chunk of cash to help us create an interactive digital 
and model based heritage centre at the Town Mill. We now 
have a tense wait for seven weeks to see if we have been 
successful. 

■ WHAT do you hope to achieve as chairman of the 
trustees? 

We have been working hard over the last few months to 
build a vision for the future of the Town Mill and a busi¬ 
ness plan to guide us towards making it a reality - anyone 
interested in reading this can get an email copy by emailing 
info@townmill.org.uk. There is a lot to do and for all the 
effort to be worthwhile, the Town Mill needs to be an in¬ 
tegral part of the Lyme Regis community. To me, this 
means offering more for those who live in Lyme and hav¬ 



ing more of Lyme’s residents actively involved in making 
it happen. To drive this all forward we have set up a num¬ 
ber of clusters of activity - from developing the skills of a 
miller to designing/developing the Town Mills’ open 
spaces - each of these dozen or so clusters will have small 
teams driving change and development. The ‘milling’ area 
is a good example, we aim to enable those who come to 
work with us to develop unique skills in the historical 
process of flour milling. This reflects the start of what I 
want to see happening at the Town Mill - more going on, 
involving more people, to be able to offer a more interest¬ 
ing and engaging experience for all who come to The Town 
Mill. 
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■ WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

It’s in Dorset and on a spectacular piece of coastline. It has 
a vibrant community pursuing lots of different interests - 
for a small town there is a lot going on. The theatre is a 
great example of what makes Lyme different, a small 
venue in a small town that manages to attract some really 
first rate acts. Although Lyme relies on tourism and has a 
lot of people who come here for a change after working 
hard, it still feels like a town working for itself, it has a 
heart. The heritage and energy of the town give it a good 
feel. 

■ WHAT do you think the town is missing, or what 
would you change? 

Although Lyme focuses hard on making the location high 
on the agenda of visitors to the West Country and those 
who chose to retire here, not enough attention is paid to 
those who live, work and bring up fa mi lies here. As an ex¬ 
ample, I find the amount of time that has been spent trying 
to create a park for skateboarders beyond belief. The drive 
for affordable housing is also seems somewhat under de¬ 
veloped. Overall I would like to see more co-operation 
across all the organisations and individuals that shape 
Lyme’s future with a clear focus on the needs and aspira¬ 
tions of all who live and work here. 

■ WHAT are your personal interests? 

When people answer ‘walking’ as a hobby it always 
sounds odd, but it is part of why I love Lyme - my 
favourite walk is over Golden Cap to the Anchor in 
Seatown. I spend a lot of my year lost on some mountain 
pass somewhere in the world. 

I get a lot of satisfaction from design and have spent time 
designing whole houses or parts of houses - making some¬ 
thing work on paper and then in reality is very rewarding. 
Photography is another long standing interest, although 
one that gets little time these days. Lastly riding my old 
Royal Enfield Bullet - when the rain stops. 

■ WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination? 

Caribbean, somewhere like St Lucia - some good sized 
hills, great diving and lots of natural history, either that or 
somewhere in the Himalayas - deserted high altitude 
places with wonderful vistas.

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Christian beach group to return for three years 


TOWN councillors have agreed to grant a 
three-year concession to Christian group 
United Beach Missions to operate children’s 
games on the beach in Lyme Regis. 

The religious group has been visiting Lyme for more 
than 40 years but its objectives were called into ques¬ 
tion in 2011 by atheist councillor Mark Gage, after he 
received complaints from parents saying that United 
Beach Missions (UBM) were not open about their val¬ 
ues. 

The council later met with representatives from 
UBM to put in place conditions if it was to continue 
operating in Lyme Regis during the summer holidays, 
and it was later agreed that, in future, UBM would 
have to pay for their position on the beach as other con¬ 
cessionaires did. 

The matter has continued to split views every year 
since. A financial offer was made by UBM this year, 
but the amount has been kept confidential. 

Speaking in support of UBM at last week’s meeting 
of the Town Management Committee, Eric Holstock 
of Lyme Regis Baptist Church said: “We want to sup- 


County cuts funding 

DORSET County Council will cut fuding for the Satur¬ 
day service on the Lyme Regis town bus and the park and 
ride service from Sidmouth Road as part of £850,000 
budget cuts.

for town bus services 

Following public consultation at the end of last year, 
Dorset County Council’s cabinet finalised the cuts to 
reach the target budget of £2,152,796 for bus subsidies. 

Speaking during last year’s consultation period, town 
councillor Anita Williams, chairman of the Planning & 
Highways Committee, said she was concerend that scrap¬ 
ping the Saturday service of the 71 town service bus 
would affect residents who were otherwise not able to get 
out and about, and could have a knock-on effect on local 
businesses. 

She added that Lyme Regis Town Council would be 
looking at park and ride services generally with a view 
to making improvements in future. 


Council agree to fund fossil warden 


LYME Regis Town Council has agreed to pay £750 towards 
a fossil warden to work on local beaches during spring, 
summer and autumn. 

The fossil warden, part of the Jurassic Coast Team, will 
offer advice on fossil collecting and beach safety on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach one day a week, and at Black Ven and 
Stonebarrow in Charmouth three days a week. 

The total cost for the warden is £4,500 with the National 
Trust, Charmouth Parish Council and the Jurassic Coast 
Trust also contributing. 

Speaking at last week's Town Management Committee 
meeting, Councillor Michaela Ellis said she thought the 
Jurassic Coast Team should be applying for the funding 
through the council's annual local grants system, adding: 


"Where is this money coming from?" 

Council's operations manager Elliott Herbert confirmed 
that the council had not budgeted for the expense. 

However, Councillor Rikey Austin, whose husband is a 
geologist and fossil collector, argued:"We're talking about 
people's safety when they are on the beach and I think 
it's really important." 

Councillor Lucy Campbell pointed out that the council 
agreed to the funding the previous year and asked for a 
report on what the fossil warden did during 2013, adding 
that she was pleased to see the council had received this. 

Councillor Campbell continued: "£750 is a drop in the 
ocean to this council and will improve the visitor experi¬ 
ence on our beaches." 
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to coincide with UBM’s programme. 

He continued: “The beach team’s presence has been 
an integral part of Bethany Chapel’s programme. I 
think the beach team is a positive for Lyme and we 
would love to have them come regularly.” 

Chariman of the committee, Councillor Chris Clip- 
son, then read a letter from Lyme Regis Atheist Group, 
emphasising that he was doing so with no prejudice 
and that he had to read it in the absence of the town 
clerk. 

It read: “We would like to make our views known 
about the group which teaches about God and sin on 
the public beach. Since we do not believe there is such 
thing as God or sin, we feel the best place they could 
do this is in their place of worship. 

“The beach is a public place for recreation but if the 
council allow United Beach Missions then we would 
like the same opportunity to voice our views on the 
beach next year.” 

United Beach Missions was expected to be discussed 
amongst other applications for concessions in exempt 
business, as the matter included private commercial 
details. However, Councillor Anita Williams asked 
why this was the case when concessions had been dealt 
with in public in previous years. 

She added: “The discussions about members’ views, 
I think it is unfortunate if those are seen to be held be¬ 
hind closed doors. I think members are able to have 
these discussions without drifting into commercial de¬ 
tails. 

“I would ask that we do what we have always done, 
which is to discuss this publicly. I’m just uncomfort¬ 
able having the whole discussion in private. It’s a con¬ 
tentious issue, we know it is.” 

She added later in the meeting: “I don’t think we can

have this entire discussion in exempt business and ex¬ 
pect to have any sort of credibility. This is quite key to 
a lot of people in town. The issue is UBM, we know 
it’s topical, it’s something people feel very strongly 
about one way or the other and I think we should do it 
in public.”

Mother and daughter raising 
awareness for cancer charity

MOTHER and daughter duo, Sue Puddicombe and Jo 
Bennett, from Lyme Regis, are working hard to raise 
awareness and funds for cancer charity Chordoma 
UK. 

Having been diagnosed with chordoma, a rare 
bone cancer, Sue was sent to Florida for 11 weeks of 
proton beam therapy funded by the NHS. This is a 
different type of radiotherapy which uses a high en¬ 
ergy beam of protons, developed by scientists work¬ 
ing at CERN, home of the Large Hadron Collider. It is 
particularly accurate, meaning it can destroy tu¬ 
mours while damaging less of the surrounding tis¬ 
sue, helping to reduce side effects. 

The treatment is not currently available in the UK 
but will be coming to London and Manchester in 
2018. Four hundred patients a year from the UK with 
head and neck cancers are currently sent to Florida 
for the treatment. 

Sue has now been invited to appear on science tel¬ 
evision show "Horizons" to speak about the treat¬ 
ment in an episode which will explore the benefits 
of the Hadron Collider on everyday people and 
whether the costs of it are justified. Unfortunately, 
the programme will not be screened in the UK. 

Sue is being supported by her daughter Jo in her 
efforts to raise funds and more awareness of the rel¬ 
atively unknown type of cancer. Jo, wife of local fish¬ 
monger Simon Bennett, is running the London 
Marathon for Chordoma UK on April 13th. 

Beautician Jo has been training hard, running lo¬ 
cally with her dog and taking part in smaller com¬ 
petitive races. She has to raise £2,000 for the charity 
and can be sponsored via her online Virgin Money

as well as the council a lot of income, and partly because 
I think it’s a kick in the teeth and an insult to the many 
people and organisations who worked very hard over a 
number of years to plan the use of the facilities in the 
shelters and whose enthusiasm has been knocked back. 

“I would like to end with a quotation from one of the 
councillors here present, Councillor Rikey Austin, which 
goes back just over two years: ‘You can only make your 
decisions based on the knowledge you have. I you don’t 
have the knowledge, the obvious thing to do is speak to 
the people who do and be guided by them. We have to 
get better at listening and hearing what people want from 
us, that link is so important.’ 

“Very, very sensible advice; not advice that has been 
accepted by the council and it’s advice that can’t be im¬ 
plemented just by accidental conversation in the street, 
it needs a systematical, organised and methodical way of 
doing it. The irony is that by throwing away SURF you 
have thrown away, in the context of just the shelters, the 
absolutely perfect vehicle that could have helped you put 
into practice exactly what Councillor Austin has recom¬ 
mended, and I think that is very sad.” 

The item was raised later on the agenda after Mr 
Boothroyd had left he meeting. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said: “I don’t understand a 
lot of his comments, I’ve clearly missed out on some¬ 
thing. I have seen the email he sent some time ago but 
his comments don’t make sense to me. 

“As far as I know the town council has never said we 
don’t want SURF and we’ve certainly never made a de¬ 
cision on that at council level - that’s not something I 
would necessarily support unless there was good reason 
and just falling apart I’m not sure is a good reason. 

“He also implies that the council made it fall apart, it 
was almost deliberate. Again, I don’t understand that, 
maybe I’ve clearly missed something. I also don’t like 
that he made some kind of implication that the council 
had made a decision behind the public’s back about what 
we intend to do with the shelters in the future - again, 
not to my knowledge. 

“We have discussed in the past possibly using one or

both of the community rooms for commercial use but 
that was done in public. I really struggled to understand 
where his comments are coming from.” 

Councillor Anita Wiliams said: “I think the SURF issue 
goes back much further than that, back to a previous 
member of staff who perhaps didn’t show the necessary 
interest. There were problems and it all sort of fell apart.” 

She then expressed disappointment that chairman 
Councillor Chris Clipson had not included Mr 
Boothroyd’s previous report on the use of the Jubilee 
Pavilion during the 2013 season, including suggestions 
for improvement from his volunteers, on the agenda. 
Councillor Williams had asked to speak on the report at 
last month’s Town Management Committee but was told 
it was going to be discussed by the Tourism & Economic 
Development Committee instead. She complained that it 
had not been looked at fully at either meeting, which may 
have been “frustrating” for Mr Boothroyd who had spent 
a lot of time on the report. 

'Criticism not unwarranted' 

Councillor Williams continued: “We get a huge amount 
of value out of the pavilion volunteers. I wouldn’t like 
to cost the value of that to our town council. There is a 
feeling from those volunteers that they put forward ideas 
and we’ve just not taken them forward. 

“There’s an awful lot on that report that we’ve simply 
not discussed and that’s the undercurrent behind all of 
this. Some of the criticism of unwillingness to take SURF 
forward in the early days is probably not unwarranted.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis added: “I dread to think how 
many times I have brought up in this council chamber 
‘when are we going to have a SURF meeting’. There 
were regular meetings with the ex-member of staff who 
used to chair them; as soon as that person left there was 
nothing and I hammered on and on and on about having 
meetings. 

“They were a key part for the people who use our fa¬ 
cilities down there for bringing ideas together and rectify 


anything that wasn’t working right. I would dread to see 
this group disbanded completely, I really believe we re¬ 
ally need to bring it back into force and get it going 
again. 

“It would make our jobs here a lot easier, it would deal 
with some of the issues with the volunteers down there 
and there’s no way I will vote for disbanding the SURF 
group.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin asked if there was a reason 
why any of the SURF members had not called a meeting 
themselves. Councilor Ellis argued this was because it 
was a council-run group. 

Councillor Williams added: “I’m cringing at the idea 
that the volunteers ought to have done more for SURF, 
which is kind of the undercurrent of what was said. There 
was such an enormous amount of volunteer time which 
went into the design of the shelters and the fundraising - 
an enormous amount of money. 

“I think you shouldn’t suggest that those volunteers 
should have done more when the allegation could be that 
we simply took the money, built our shiny new building 
and said ‘thanks very much’. 

“I think perhaps SURF is a group which has served its 
time but we need some sort of group which oversees the 
pavilion. It’s a fantastic asset and will continue to be that, 
we just need to use it properly.” 

Operations manager Elliott Herbert said: “Do we need 
a user forum for the shelters? Do we need to know what 
we’re going to use it for? No, I think we’ve got a great 
concept. We’re not building a new shelters again, we’re 
not going be moving the toilet or the projectors - they’re 
there, those decisions have been set in stone and it would 
not be cost effective for us to do that. 

“We know the issues now, they’re very small, I think 
we can look at them from an operational side and ensure 
we have the best tools to do the great job they do for this 
council.” 

Councillors agreed that SURF in its existing form 
would be disbanded but a new working group be set up 
under the Town Management Committee for users of the 
shelters to consider issues with the input of the operations 
manager.

But encouraged by his father, he had ambitions to 
run his own business and started looking 
around for a suitable butchers to acquire. 

His original intention was to carrying on 
working for Tesco with his college friend 
running their butchery business. 

After looking at a number of options in 
1988 Shaun acquired C. Snell, the 
butcher's shop on the corner of South 
Street and Silver Street in Axminster by

John Richards. Shaun quickly realised, however, that 
he had to be hands-on in his own business and gave 
up his Tesco job. 

Starting with two staff- Colin and Cyril Richards who 
many Axminster residents will remember, - they re¬ 
vamped the shop and Complete Meats was born. Re¬ 
cently married, Shaun's wife Cindy soon joined the 
business and a bakery and deli sections were added 
to the range available at Complete Meats with the em¬ 
phasis on sourcing local products.

Cindy decided to build Complete Meats into a family 
business and the first step was to open a second Com¬ 
plete Meats shop in Honiton. 

The new premises in High Street opened just before 
the 2001 foot and mouth epidemic, at a time when cat¬ 
tle were being slaughtered and burnt in East Devon 
and many people were avoiding eating beef. But 
Shaun and his team persevered, survived the crisis that 
was sending shockwaves through the farming com¬ 
munity and established the Honiton shop as an impor¬ 
tant part of the business. 

The Honiton outlet was being serviced out of the 
back of the Axminster shop and Shaun and 
Cindy took the bold decision to expand fur- 
ther by opening their own licensed cutting 
^ ^ plant after purchasing a site on the Millwey 

Rise industrial estate . They moved into the 
purpose-built factory in 2005 and started 
providing a service for the catering business. 

At the same time it was decided to refurbish 
the South Street shop to demonstrate a com¬ 
mitment to Axminster town centre following the sig¬ 
nificant investment in the Millwey factory. 

To start with Shaun concentrated on selling the serv¬ 
ices of the cutting plant and a third shop in Chard High 
Street was opened in 2007 to provide the factory with 
more volume. 

The success of the business was further enhanced by 
the appointment of two dedicated sales staff to cover 
the whole of the West Country supplying a wide range 
of clients, including the National Health Service, col¬ 
leges, hotels and bed and breakfast establishments, 
public houses, restaurants and cafes and schools.They 
also serve a limited number of outlets in London. 

The wholesale butchery business is very competitive 
but Shaun and his team have established Complete 
Meats as one of the key players in the South West, em¬ 
ploying 60 people. 

The development of the business continues with an 
extension to the factory which should be completed 
next month to enable the business to offer more prod¬ 
ucts, and there are also plans to launch an online shop 
to be able to provide a national service. 

Shaun has won nationwide publicity for Complete 
Meats by his successes in product competitions. He 
started entering competitions many years ago to 
benchmark his products against what the experts and 
judges expected. 

Shaun takes up the story: "We had success early on 
with Gold Awards but I wanted to really be able to

shout about my products by winning not just a cate¬ 
gory but best overall product. I really listened to the 
judges'comments; it turned out it is very often only 1 
point that makes the difference and 99 out of a 100 is 
not good enough. 

"I have since gone on to win many awards for Com¬ 
plete Meats which I am very proud of, but more impor¬ 
tantly our customers love Complete Meats sausages! 

"Last year I was invited to be a judge myself at the 
launch of British Sausage Week in Smithfield Market in 
London which was a real honour.^]" 

The success that Complete Meats have achieved in 
product competitions can be seen by the number of 
certificates and photographs proudly displayed in their 
offices with Shaun receiving awards from a number of 
well known faces, including cricket umpire Dickie Bird, 
rock musician Nobby Holder and comedian Al Murray.

Dorset House to revert 
to bed and breakfast 

PLANNING permission is being sought to con¬ 
vert Dorset House, formerly the Dorset Hotel, in 
Lyme Regis back into a bed and breakfast. 

The house on Pound Street is currently a pri¬ 
vate home but applicants, Mr and Mrs Jason 
Martin, have stated in the plans that the erection 
the three mews-style terrace houses in what 
would have been the garden have rendered the 
property inappropriate for a family home, as the 
size of the house is out of balance with the size 
of the reamining garden. It adds that reverting 
the property to its previous use as a guest house 
is more "appropriate". 

The current bedrooms on the first floor of 
Dorset House will be converted into five letting 
bedrooms, four of which will be double and one 
family suite. On the ground floor, the current sit¬ 
ting room will be a breakfast room, the dining 
room used as a guest living room and the current 
kitchen will be used to cater for guests at break¬ 
fast, as well as family cooking. 

The basement area will be converted into pri¬ 
vate living accommodation, including three bed¬ 
rooms and a living room. 

The guest house will be marketed as "bou¬ 
tique", making the most of the Grade II listed 
building's beauty and will offer local, organic 
food. 

■ THE Gables self-catering accommodation in 
Church Street, Lyme Regis, is being converted 
into 11 private flats. 

Planning permission is being sought to change 
the use of the building, with work already started 
and local estate agents showing the properties. 

The flats will include six three-bedroom prop¬ 
erties, three one-bedroom and two studio apart¬ 
ments.

Nigel Fortnam, used to being at very glitzy events all 
over the South West because of his job, managed to 
come to the rescue and find a bow tie to Terry's liking 
from his own personal collection. 

As it turned out, it was a splendid occasion and Terry 
was charm itself. He had recently become a household 
name through his Radio One show but went on, of 
course, to become one of the most recognisable voices 
and faces in showbusiness. He must have remembered 
his visit to Lyme because we got a mention in his auto¬ 
biography.

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Boost your bedrooms.... 


ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a 
growing family or want to work from home, is to 
add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also 
put your home in a different price bracket if and 
when you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra 
bedroom is upstairs, with all the others, and 
sometimes it's possible to use the space you 
already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the 
front of the house, you may be able to divide it in 
two, as long as each room has its own, separate 
window.This may not be as satisfactory as adding 
space, but it can work well if your home's big 
enough and you're on a limited budget. 

When you come to sell, remember that couples 
and sharers will probably be looking for 
good-sized double bedrooms, while families may 
be happier to have more, smaller bedrooms if it 
means one for each child. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an option, 
consider converting the loft into a bedroom or 
bedrooms instead. If you can also fit a bathroom 
or shower room up there, and built-in storage, 
you've created the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are 
ones with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line 
of the roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal 
if the loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable 
space inside is often necessary, which means a 
(more expensive and complicated) dormer, 
mansard or hip-to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference 


to how useable the space is - some lofts don't 
have enough head height to make the conversion 
worthwhile unless you lower the ceilings in the 
rooms below. This is a big and expensive job and 
won't be practical if the ceilings are already quite 
low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase 
up to the loft on the floor below and if this means 
losing a bedroom, you may not gain much by 
converting the loft. 

Building regulations for loft conversions are very 
strict about having a safe means of escape in the 
event of a fire, so it's not necessarily the easiest 
way to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably 
a bathroom or shower room next to it, can work 
better, providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can 
include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often better because 
you can create extra living space downstairs and 
bedrooms upstairs and it should be cheaper than 
doing a ground-floor extension and a loft 
conversion, but two-storey extensions aren't 
always easy to do with our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting 
your home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If 
the garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff 
can be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more 
useful and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's 
converted properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a 
bedroom on top of the garage, if there's space to 
build above it and for a new corridor on the first 
floor.

DOWN the years local history expert 
Ken Gollop and I have played a game -

He showed us dozens of views of that 
area of the town going back to the early 
19th century but with many faces of young 
people still living, some of whom were in 
the hall. 

He delivered a fascinating and informa¬ 
tive two hours of pure nostalgia, peppered 
by is own personal reminiscences in his 


own inimitable style.

Local residents asked to name 
new roads at Woodberry Down 


TOWN councillors have agreed not to name new 
roads on the Woodberry Down development in 
Lyme Regis themselves, but to ask residents to put 
forward their ideas instead. 

The developers Bloor Homes have asked the town 
council to come up with three names for the roads 
which will run through the 48-house development 
off Colway Lane. 

Councillors came up with a number of sugges¬ 
tions which were expected to be considered at last 
week’s Town Management Committee meeting, 
but chairman Councillor Chris Clipson suggested 
asking the townspeople instead. 

He said: “This is something I’m very interested 
in and the people of Lyme Regis will be interested 
in too, and I think it should be thrown open to the 
people of Lyme Regis to decide.” 

So far, suggestions for the road names have in¬ 
cluded ideas connected to Lyme’s historic literary 
links, including Chesterton, Longfellow, Austen, 
Tolkien, Blake, Hollis and Fowles, suggested by 
Councillor Rikey Austin. 

However, in a blunder on the council’s agenda 
Austen, as in author Jane Austen, was spelt 
“Austin”. Some have suggested this would also be 
an appropriate name after the late Councillor Bar-

bara Austin MBE, particularly as she was a keen 
campaigner for more affordable housing in the 
town. 

Councillor Rikey Austin also suggested names re¬ 
lating to Lyme’s links with Bermuda, including 
Bermuda and Sea Venture, plus names from 
Williams Shakespeare’s play “The Tempest”, 
which is thought to be based on the shipwreck of 
the Sea Venture, which led to the colonisation of 
Bermuda by former Mayor of Lyme Regis, Admirl 
Sir George Somers. These included Prospero, Mi¬ 
randa and Caliban. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell suggested names re¬ 
lating to fossils, including Ammonite Avenue and 
Lias Place. Councillor Michaela Ellis has also sug¬ 
gested the simple names of Woodberry Lane, Close 
and Avenue. 

Councillors were advised to avoid the words 
“close” and “cresent” for the main street, but these 
could be used for the two smaller streets. 

The council is now looking for suggestions and 
preferred ideas from local residents.

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Bridport Youth Dance shine again with 
tenth anniversary show'Rewind 10X' 


AND they keep on coming.... Those bright 
committed young dancers that light up the 
Arts Centre stage once a year in Nikki 
Northover's Bridport Youth Dance show. 

This year, to mark the show's tenth anniver¬ 
sary,'Rewind 10X'included both old and new 
treats. 

It opened with a cracking routine by the flag¬ 
ship group Tapistory, their dark suits and red 
shirts matching the slick urban crouching of the 
choreography. Dancers in that group also had 
their individual moments: Emily Meech in her 
powerful contemporary solo'Try'; Lizi Shaw well 
served by Robert Lee's original soundtrack for 
her rich, expressive number 'The Art of Now'; 
and Harry Poole in his flawless one-man tap'He's 
got the Moves'. 

Throughout the evening Nikki's choreogra¬ 
phies played on her home ground of boogie, 
jazz, Charleston and of course tap. We were 
treated to serried ranks of small purple-tutu-ed 
dancers tapping their hearts out in'Love to Boo¬ 
gie'. We enjoyed the humour of the mini-gang¬ 
sters snazzy with pink trimmings in the 
finger-clicking'Pink Panther'. Several numbers 
were reprises of favourites from previous years: 
we saw a new generation of dancers developing 
poise and panache in 'Tappy Feet'with shiny 
bow ties, and pony tails bobbing. Bigger girls in 
spotty tops gave a perky pastiche of the 1930s 
style in 'Swing Time'. Mass tap numbers like 
'Eleanor Rigby'were performed with zest in a fo¬ 
cused team effort from an older group. 

Costumes were always co-ordinated and well- 
presented - and sometimes ravishing in their 
razmatazz, like the black glittery dresses for the 
bouncy Fosse-type number'Hot Honey Rag'. 

But the pace and the narratives also varied. Fif¬ 
teen young dancers in costumes with a touch of 
pixie created a lyrical atmosphere in 'Scatter'.

The bright primary colours of the costumes 
made a playful orchestra of movement around 
two umbrellas and a washing line in 'Nice 
Weather for Ducks'. We watched a recreation of 
the gentle big girl/little girl duet 'Swing on 
Down'from Swing 64. 

Aimee Symes assisted Nikki with the choreog¬ 
raphy on several numbers, and a younger group 
in grey hoodies showcased her'SfTrUeCek'with 
its edgy mixed sound track and contrasts be¬ 
tween stuck and free moves. 

She also helped Nikki with the impactful 
reprise of'Rock it, Roll it', performed with fren¬ 
zied precision to a number by The Prodigy. 

Other choreographers included Nikki Penfold 
who encapsulated the style of Henri Oquike's 
2007 creation'Little Red'. The dancers brilliantly 
mimicked minuet mannerisms and recreated 
the distorted stylized movements inspired by a 
Vivaldi concerto. 

Local musicians made a particular contribu¬ 
tion. Andrew Dickson, Matt Benjamin and 
Robert Lee collaborated with dancers in com¬ 
posing an exciting score for the long number 
'Booked'. On stage with musicians and singers 
and piled-high stacks of volumes, the nine 
dancers wove their movements around books 
which they hugged, dropped, read, lifted, leapt 
with, lay on, passed, balanced, peered into, in¬ 
spected, smelled, stroked and shared in a fasci¬ 
nating rhapsody on reading. 

Year on year Nikki integrates a range of ages, 
abilities and both _ 


ing to see so many boys participating. 
Anna Golding's Bridport Boys Dance pre¬ 
sented twelve lively junior performers who 
with their rolling, lifting and somersaulting 
explored the theme of gravity and told us 
what we can look forward to as they mature. 

And BYD continues to open doors for these 
local youngsters - from Merry Chamen perform¬ 
ing her own songs to the senior students and ex¬ 
students on a professional path who have not 
deserted the show. Rebecca Whaley returned 
from her performing arts training course to daz¬ 
zle dancing contemporary barefoot in a wry di¬ 
alogue with Harry Poole's taps. Back from the 
circus, Julio Guarita with his dynamic Rhythmic 
Gymnastics routine used ball and flickering rope 
to hold the audience mesmerized. Tess Bide re¬ 
turned from professional theatre to reprise her 
meticulous execution of Niki McCretton's cho¬ 
reography as the 'Bird Girl' at an anxious transi¬ 
tion with her suitcase of empty dreams. 

One can't help wondering how a small town 
like Bridport can produce a show of such high 
standard. Well done to all concerned.
